Tho farm- 
ers in newer towuships lost livo stock, 
houses, 
barns, crops, everything. A 


farmer who just came in from Austin 
township saved his family of eight chil- 
dren in a Hold of buckwheat, but ho Hiiys 
tho whole country in that part is totally 
destroyed, and many lives have been 
lost. 


The loss of live stock is simply im- 


mense. Tho older settled towuships es- 
caped with but little loss, bnt in moat of 
tho newer townships nothing remains 
but a fire-swept, blackened wilderness. 


A dispatch from Manic tte, Sanilac 


county, says a terrible state of affairs ex- 
ists at that point. The entire section of 
tho country lying to.the north and cast of 
that place has been on fire, aud tho num- 
ber of families rendered homeless will 
reach the hundreds. Up to this time 
seventeen persons arc known to have met 
their death by fire. The horse of Ira 
Humphrey, 
the mail {carrier between

came, home badly burned 
with 
a 


card attached to the saddle written by 
Humphrey, stating his peril from lire. 
A relief party found him on the road 
dead. Ho was entirely denuded of his 
clothes, either having been burned on his 
person, or torn oir by himself in his des- 
paratiou. In tho township of Argyle, 
Huron couuty, tho following were burned 
dead: I'aul Wetzol, wife, aud five chil- 
dren; George Krotch, wife, aud three 
children: Mrs. Morris Welch and two 
children; James Gilsou, and two women, 
recently from Canada, names unknown. 
There are also several so badly burned 
that they cannot live. In-some sections 
the fire swept everything before it, and 
spread with such rapidity that the peo- 
ple were obliged to tleo with only the 
clothing on their backs.

No 
arrests, however, wero made, aa the evi- 
dence was not strong enough.

n posse iu charge of Deputy Marshal 
Kishler, of this city, has gone out to 
Blue Springs. There is snlliciout known 
to indicate that tho parties are ou the 
right track, and before to-morrow will 
have some of tho robbora under arrest. 
These are young men who have long 
lived near Blue Spring, aud have borne 
bad reputations. 


The marshal of Saline county in pur- 


suit to-day arrested three men. Nothing 
was found upon them to indicate that 
they were the rnon wanted for the rob- 
bery. 


All the passengers were robbed. This 


is something unusual iu train robberies.

Ladies fainted. Men of nerve, taken 


unawares and unprepared for resistance, 
cursed their luck as they gave up thoir 
valuables. The robbers were imperative 
iu their demands aud rnfl'anly in their 
manners. 
Shots wero lired aud tho 


wildest commotion was kept up until tho 
close of the outrage. 


There was a. party of Western excur-

THE PENSION LAWS. 


Ueneral l>u<ltey'0 View* of the l*en- 


slon liaws. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—A reporter o£ 


The Inter Ocean to-day called on Gener- 
al Dudley, commissioner of pensions, to 
ascertain tho truthfulness of the report 
that ho was preparing data for the pur- 
pose of recommending to Congress a 
change in tho pension laws, whereby 
every soldier who had ever been in a 
rebel prison should receive a pension 
without further . evidence of disability. 
When interrogated in regard to tho uub- 
jeot, ho replied that he was not anticipat- 
ing any such action; that while ho was 
iu favor of every disabled soldier who in- 
curred his disability in the service aud in 
line of duty being provided Tor by the 
government in a proper way, that it did 
not follow that there must be now legis- 
lation to obtain the end. 
"In my opin- 


ion" he said, "our pension laws as they 
are now, are without a parallel in the his- 
tory of any government on earth as to 
the liberal provision made for the sol- 
diers. I am iu favor of the laws as they 
are, and do not see why the most ample 
justice cannot be awarded to every ap- 
plicant. It ia possible that in some cases 
an amendment to some of the laws would 
afford more justice, biit that it is true of 
any law which might be passed; it is 
true of all general laws. 
I cannot see 


why a soldier whs was disabled while a 
prisoner of war can not receive relieS un- 
der tho law as it now is."

A DOUBLE AMBUSH. 


We lived in Florida (said Mrs. Wal- 
ton) through all tho Scrulnole war, which 
lasted seven years, so that I grow tip 
with the names of tho great hostile 
chiefs, Osccola, Alligator, Wild Cat, and 
Tiger Tail, making a part of my child- 
hood.

of two black families, was a half-idiotic 
young negro named Jason, who had the 
privilege of wandering pretty much as 
L" • <ued.

• tho gobble of the wild turkeys, 
ay ho returned with an appear- 
ance which startled; us. 
His woolly 
head had been completely shaved, 'and 
bis black face dyed to a bright scarlet. 
He had, however, received no real hurt, 
and seemed not In tho least tcrrlQed by 
the ordeal through which ho must havo 
passed. 
Wo gathered from his broken sen- 


tences that he hod fallen in with In- 
dians; and it was plain that they had 
been in some measure true to tho pro- 
verbial respect of their people for idiots.

Tho poculiur duties of postolfioc em- 


ployes arc such that no outsider can ac- 
quire any precise knowledge of them. 
They hiust be learnad by actual prnctic*. 
Applicants for positions nro theroforo 
not subjected to rigorous examination 
before appointment, but they must ha vo 
a fair education and be well recom- 
mended for honesty, industry and so- 
briety, ami be able-bodied. 
After ap- 


pointment, however, they are regularly 
examined in all things pertaining to 
their duties, in which they must show a 
satisfactory progress, cither to obtain 
promotion or to retain their positions, 
Examinations arc made in the St. Louis 
postoflicc from six to eight times ev- 
ery month, so that each employe gets 
anr overhauling about i- twice" a year. 
This system of examination has added 
much, to tho efficiency of tho force, and 
throws promotion open to the competi- 
tion of all and the. best man wius. In 
some of (he divisions a good ''memory is

one of the indispensable requisites, and 
notably so in tho mailing and distrib- 
uting divisions.

—Kice Mofnns.—Boil soft and dry 
one-half cup rico, stir In throe spoonfuls 
sufrar, piece of butter size oJ an egg, 
and n little salt, ono pint of sweet milk, 
ono cup yeast, two quarts flour. Let it 
rise all night. If sour in tho morning, 
add a littlo soda dissolved in mQk, and 
bake in-muffin rings. 


—Mustard Sanco.—Ono cup of sugar, 


one cup of vinegar, ono tablcspoonful of 
butter, four eggs and ono tablespoonful 
of mustard j boat tho eggs well; mix all 
together; turn into a new tin pail or 
basin and boil in water same as custard, 
,only to a croam, not thick.

—Cabbage Salad—A quart of very

Hard whojc corn, then a pail of 
water or more on top, after which tho 
animal is sent quickly to work, cause ft 
rush of blood to the head and stag"ers. 
Keening a wet sponge on tho top of the 
head between the cars will helr> to ward 
off an attack in hot weather. * But soft- 
er and more easily digested food, with 
a little salt dailv, will remove tho cause, 
which Is far better than applylno- reme- 
dies after an attack.

Xlo a cloth tightly 
over tho basin and plunge it into boiling 
^atcr. BQiJ f^r an hour, whtfjd it wifi 
;urn put a mcp shapo, with thd raisins 
Or pfimos covering tho top of tho rice, 
which forrn the black cap. 
It can bo 
eaten with sugar and butter or sirup or 
Main pudding sauce, and is an excellent 
and tempting dish for children. 


—Thpro are many ways of prcscrv- 


ng bouquets, some being pretty suoces-

Replace it in 


ho suds, and it will remain as fresh as 
when first gathered. 
Change tho suds 


every three or four days. This method, 
t is said, will keep a bouquet bright 
and beautiful for at least a month. 


—A good rich ice-cream may bo made 


n the following manner: Use ono quart 
rich milk, three pints rich croam, four 
oups whitcjsugar, three eggs, flvo tca- 
poonfnls vanilla or other seasoning. 
Joat tho whites and the yelks separately 
nind very light, add the sugar to the 
•elks and boat well. Heat tho milk al- 
nost to boiling point and pour over this, 
ittlo by littlo, stirring well all the time; 
add the beaten whites, return to the fire 
und boil until about as thick as boiled 
mstard or for about fifteen minutes. 
»Vhen quite cold beat in tho croam and 
he flavoring; then freeze. A fair arti- 
)le, but of course not nearly so rich in 
quality, may bo made by omitting tlie 
ream, using instead two and a half 
inarts of good rich milk, in which case 
ho whole amount of milk should be 
rdded hot to the eggs and sugar. To 
ill a six-quart can double the moasufe 
given. 


Diseases of Poultry.

Where there 
s a slight cold, put tho fowl in a warm, 
unny place, give warm food, and noth- 
ng more will bo needed. Tho same 
nothod should be pursued in hard colds. 
JE there is much fever, put four drops of 
incture of aconite into the water, or 
wceten it, and make it a little sour with 
iulphuric or nitric acid. Add to the 
ood a pinch of ginger or cayenne pep-; 
>er. 
If there is much swelling about 


ho head, a mild purge will bo useful/ 
The homoeopaths give mercur virus for 
slight colds, euphrasia for more serions 
incs; each thrice daily, adding aconite 
or the fever. 


A roup may only begin with catarrh, 
and, like roup, catarrh and bronchitis, 
omotlmos cause death. But how are 
we to know such cases from roupP Sim- 
ply by the offensive discharge at tho 
joak which characterizes tho latter dis- 
ease. When tho fowl has adischargeat 
he beak that is not offensive, you may 
call It a simple catarrh or common cold. 
iVhen tho odor is bad it is roup. Ko 
jotter distinction, is possible in the pres- 
ent state of knowledge of fowl ailments. 


Tho difficulty ia tolling these maladies 
apart will suggest to the careful poul- 
«re.r prompt isolation of cases whero;he 
s not certain. 
' 
Cough may come from parasites in the 


air passages. This applies more par- 
icularly to tho .sneezing effort caused by 
tho gape worm in tho throat of young 
chickens. A spasmodic cough, lasting 
a whole day even, is reported as having 
accompanied tho epizootic. It yielded 
under a treatment with potash.. :
